1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 67-74 of the 
present application have been copied from another document. The applicant has copied these 
claims for the purposes of setting up an interference with U.S. Pat. No. 5,598,196 issued to Braun 
on January 28, 1997. As far as the examiner can ascertain, the Braun Patent has expired due to 
failure to pay a maintenance fee within 3 years and 6 months of the date of grant of the patent. 
An interference may not be declared if the patent is expired. See MPEP 2309(B). The Braun 
patent is not prior art under 35 U.S.C. 102 since the applicant has a foreign priority date which 
dates back to June 1991 .
